tution as it now 1-, to secure equal rights to 
all persons under it, without distinction of 
race, color, or conditior. 

83. That the absolu‘e oreiy of each and 
every State within the Union is the funda- 
mental principle of the Federal Government, 

4. That we will — cherish and uphold 
the American system ef State and local sov- 
ereignty for State and local purposes, 
and upatterably opposed to 
all attempts at centralization and 
consolidation of power in the hands of 
the General Government, and more especially 
when such attempts are in the form of usurp- 
ation by any department of that Government; 
aud further, that we adchere firmly to the 
principles of maintaining a perfect independ- 
ence between the coordinate departmeats of 
the Government—the legislative, the execu- 
tive, and the judicial—condemuingeall en- 
croachments by one upon the functions of 
the other.

7. That while we denounce combinations 
sud cuusptiracics against the Jaw or to disturb 
the peace in the South, or elsewhere, and de- 
mand of a)l good citizens their utmost ioflu- 
ence to put all such dowm, we also denounce 
that the act commonly called the bayonet bill, 
reccntly passed by Cougress, ahd the more 
recent act, commonly called the Kukiux bill, 
extending byits terms to every State, as 
enacted for no o‘her purpose than to com- 
plete the centralization of all power in the 
hands of the General Government, establish 
a rollitary despotism, and thus perpetuate the 
present administration without regayd to the 
will of the people, and as not only utterly in- 
consistent with the whole theory and charac- 
ter of the Federal Government, and revolu- 
tionary and dangerous in their character, but 
in direct conflict with the spirit and letter of 
the Constitution, including the amendment 
which they pretend to enforce.

The Last Campaign and the Next. 

The Democracy of Ohio have planted 
themselves bravely on the platform of Mr, 
VALLANDIGHAM, and what is called “the 
new departure,” but what is really nothe 
ing but an expression of sound sense, is a 
fixed fact. We now begin to see light 
indeed. The prospect.brightens with the 
approach of the Presidential year. 

The Democratic campaign of 1868 was 
fought out upon an advanced line of an- 
tagonism to reconstruction. The platform 
was a bold one and the spirit that begat 
it was fearless. Governor SEYMOUR made 
an acceptable nominee and ran as good a 
race as could have been run by any one; 
whilst General BLarm was the favorite of 
the field. There was no election law to 
hedge the ballot-box with Radical bayo~ 
nets. There was no Kuklux act giving the 
President authority to suppress the writ of 
habeas corpus. The White House was 
occupied by a friend and not by a candi- 
date for reelection. Everybody partic- 
ipated im the canvass, No one was 
excluded or repressed; and from WapDg 
HaMPTon as from CiemENT L. VALLAN- 
DIGHAM, from FORRE2T as from PENDLE- 
TON; from Toomss as from DooLiTrTLe, 
from Northern Democrats and trom 
Southern Democrats, came: one 
spontaneous ® and intrepid voice 
of denunciation. The most ultra and 
red-hot Democrat could not complain 
ot the tone and temper with which the 
party went into the fight and came out 
of it. 

Yet we were beaten. In spite of the fair 
chance we had of a fair election, in spite 
ot the expermmental state of the recon- 
struction acts, in spite of the untested 
nature of public opinion, in spite of the 
hope and courage which wafmed ard 
cheered us in the conflict, we were beaten.

The Freach Debt. 

Now that the horrid Parisian insurrec- 
tion has at length been overcome, the next 
task for France will be to devise some 
means to save, if pogsible, the honor and 
integrity of the country, and to restore in 
some measure the fearful damages inflict 
ed by the ten months of war and desola- 
tion that have just passed. The first 
question that arises is the financial one. 
Will she be able to obtain. the huge sums 
necessary for these purposes? It seems 
rather doubtful, in the present state of 
affairs, particularly if we consider that her 
debt is even at present already an 
enormous one. This will become evident 
if we go a littie closer ifto the details ot 
the financial affairs of the nation. 

When Louris NAapoLEeon ascended the 
im perial throne in 1852, the national debt of 
France amounted to 5 516,154,600 franca, or 
to a little more than eleven hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. This debt had been 
mainly heaped upon France by the ex- 
uavagant and senseless admimetrations of 
Lovurs XIV. and Louis XV., the wars of 
the first revolutions and the campaigns 
of NaPpoLEon the Great. The immense 
was indemnity paid to the allies in accord. 
ace with the treaty of Vienna also helped to 
swell it, but the economical administration 
ot Lovurs Puuiirre kept it within reason- 
able bounds. Nevertheless, it was, with 
the exception of the English national debt, 
larger than that of apy other government 
in the world, The debt which had for 
some time remained almost statu quo 
suddenly began to increase under the 
Second Empire. On ascending the throne, 
Louis NaPoLEON had promised the na- 
tion that the empire meant peace. Never- 
thelese, but a iew years elapsed before the 
empire had plunged the country into a long 


expensive as it was waged on a distant 
shore. The money sunk in this enterprise, 
as weil as the many elegant but costly im- 
provements he was making all over 
France, but particularly at Paris, had, five 
years aiter, in 1857, swelled this debt to 
8,032 millions of francs, or a little more 
than sixteen hundred millions of dollars. 
The Budget of Finance now annually 
presented a heavy deficit, which, in con- 
junction with the lavish expenditures of 
the Imperial Court and the expense of the 
Italian campaign of 1859, bad increased 
the debt of France in the next five years, 
at 1862, 12,080,325,183 francs, or twenty- 
four hundred millions of dollars. This was 
apn increase of more than six thousand five 
hundred millions of francs during the first 
ten years of Louris NaPo.Leon’s Imperial 
administration, during which the national 
debt of France was more than doubled. 
The ‘increase during the next five years 
was not so great as during those that pre- 
ceded it. In 1869 the debt figured up 
14,263,479,855 francs, or about twenty-eight 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars. To 
this was added in July, 1870, a war loan of 
one hundred and fitty millions of dollars, 
and the Committee of National Detense 
decreed in thg October following a loan ot 
further fifty millions of dollars. On the 
25th of October, 1870, the national debt ot 
France amounted to 15,.263,479,255 francs, 
or three thousand and fitty millions of 
dollars. 

We think that we makea very moderate 
estimate it we figure the amount borrowed 
by the French government since then, and 
which was made necessary by the total 
want of arms and military stores, at about 
five hundred millions of dollars, which 
would give a total debt ot thirty-five 
hundred and fitry millions of dollars at 
present.

The 
writer in the Tmbune shows very clearly 
that the advantages of the nationa] bank- 
ing system are by no meuns as great as 
they were in the days when government 
securities were much lower than they now 
are, and when the existenee of seven-thir- 
ties and compound-iuterest notes and three 
per cent. certificates enabled the banks 
to semploy as a reserve some forth 
of interest-bearing security, instead of 
being required,as pow, to set aside for 
this purpose twenty-five per cent. of their 
working capital in the shape ot greenbacks 
or gold. Butin those days the national 
banks made inordinate profits, and none 
except the beneficiaries will regret that 
circumstances havesince changed very 
much for the better. It is also a pleasant 
thing to know that the advantages of the 
bapking business are no longer monopo- 
lized by a particular system. At present 
is probably quite true,as the Tribune 
remarks, that“ where money can be loaned 
fur more’than ten per cent., which is the 
case in all of the Southern and most of 
the Western States, there is more profit to 
be made by direct lending of capital than 
by indirect in the shape of bonds and 
notes.” 

But there are a few facts favoring the 
national system which we think the Trie 
bune bas overlooked. It omits to state 
that at present, at least, a considerable 
amount of threeeper cent. certificates are 
etill available tor the purpose ot a reserve, 
and the privilege is of course availed of to 
the fullest extent by the banks. Again, it 
fails to speak ot a very evil but still very 
prevalent and advantageous custom which 
obtains among the banks, of counting as a 
part ol their legal reserve their balances in 
the bands of city banks, Upon this fund 
they draw interest, andin any just estimate 
ot the relative advantages of the national 
system this particular custom should be 
taken into account. 

Besides, the national banking Jaw as it 
now stauds is by no means a finality. It 
is quite conceivable that in the progress 
of time the system may be subjected to a 
ligbter burden of taxation. Tunis will cer- 
tainly be done if ut is found that it compels 
them to carry on their business at a disad- 
vantage. A combination so rich and pow-~ 
ertul as the national banks will be pretty 
apt to obtain any special legislation which 
they may seriously demand. Though the 
Tribune has figured out that as matters 
now stand the national is very little 
more profitable than the State or private 
systems of banking, we are still inclined 
to think that the former will continue 
slowly but surely to gain ground, and the 
latter to lose 11; for the first has, in a great 
measure, possession of the field, and they 
may be trusted to watch their own inter- 
ests,and they will doubtless contrive to 
manage inthe future, as they have done in 
the past, to preserve the monopoly teatures 
of the system, and thus make it to the 
interest of ali others to get into the ring if

For our part, we can see no sufficient 
reason why Kentucky capital should hesi- 
tate to invest itself under the national 
banking law. We should rather think it 
will be acting wisely to seize the present 
opportunity to possess itself of the largest 
possible share of the privileges which the 
system affords.

A gentleman walked to the top of this house 
and iookes down on the sight below. The fire 
and the water were yet contendiag in deadiy 
confiict. Bhe embers were yet alive, and sent 
up thetr awful bivsing sound, their heated seam 
forming inte an immense column of smoke 
which darkened the streets apd obscured tbe 
bouses. But at last the wrath of the fre fend 
was made to yield. He bau, however, destroyed 
the factory; he had hushed the ceassiess stir of 
industry, and ruined the entire buliding, wits 
ail its machinery and stock and other vaiuabies. 
The wails were left standing unsupported by 
props or rafters, Dulgiog and threitvoliag, to 
mark the spot where the fire rode triumphant 
over the efforts of maa. 

The sireeis around were crowded with men, 
women and children, anxious to witness the great 
sight. The police, under Lieutenants Doyle and 
Pennington, did valuable service in keeping 
back the boys from the reach of the Mreatening 
walls, and from being in the way of the fremen, 
whose every atteniion was given to conquer the 
fames, and, if possible, to preservé the prop- 
erty. The water continued to be thrown until 
late In the evening, when the great fre was 
ended. This great and destructive conflagration 
is the third of ihe Kind that bas occurred within 
the Isat few weeks, The r+ were very 
beavy, but, fortumately for Orm, the in- 
surances are slmost equa) to the damages.

ANOTHER GREAT FIRE. 


Total Destruction of the New Albany 
Rolling Mulls. 


LOSS, $200,000. 


Last evening about 74¢ o'clock, the large ané 
extensive rolling miil and railroad iron manu- 
factory ef J. Bradgon & Co., in New Albany, 
known as the Lower Bolling Mill, was totally 
destroyed by fire. 

The fre originated by one of the employes 
throwing some water into one of the puddling 
furnaces to cool the metal, which caused the 
furnace explode and set the building on fire. 
The baulldipgs Were very extensive, covering 
Dear three acres of ground. A dispatch from 
New Albany last night, estimated the loss at 
$200,000, with insurance to the amount of 
$100,000. About one bundred and Affty opera- 
tives are thrown out of employment by this dis- 
aster. 

At the time the fire originated a bigh wind was 
prevailing, and the building being old the flames 
spread with irpPesistible rapidity. AddJed to this 
was another misfortuve, that but one of the 
Steam fire-engines of New Albany was in work- 
ing order. 

This mill has caught fre several times previous 
to thi«, but hitherto the operatives have succeed- 
ed in extinguishing the flames.
